THE People univerfally confented to this Pro- 
pofal, and every Man had his particular Favourite to 
recommend to the vacant Offices and Magiftracies in 
the State: As foon as the firft Senator was called our, 
there was an univerfal Clamour and Exclamation 
againft him, and nothing was to be heard, but one 
continued Cry of tear him to Pieces, mix’d with the 
moft horrid Curfes and Execrations. Afier the firit 
Heat of their Fury was a litrle abated, Calavius, ina 
modeft and refpectful Manner, requefted to be heard 
again: The People looking upon him as their Patron 
and Benefaétor, were immediately filent ; when he 
faid to them, * My Countrymen, ! perceive it is your 
‘ unanimous Opinion, that rhis Man fhould be put to 
« Death ; and the Zeal which you have fhewn on this 
‘ Occafion, is certainly very commendable: He that 
‘ now ftarids before you, in dreadful Expectation of 
the Judgment thar you fhall think proper to pro- 
nounce againft him, 1s a moft wicked and pernicious 
Member of the Republick, and deferves the worft 
of-Deaths ; for-it—would not be becoming the 
Wifdom and Juftice of this Auguit Aflembly, thar 
fuch an Enemy to his Country, as this Man has 
always been, fhould be fuffered to live; but as he 
bears an Office of great Confideration and Impor- 
tance in the Commonweéalth, (tho” I muft own very 
unworthily) it is abfolutely neceflary before you pafs 
Sentence upon him, that fome other Perfon of 
known Worth and Abilities, fhould be named by 
you to fucceed him; or otherwife the State = 
fuffer, for want of one to execute a Charge of fo 
much Weight and Confequence. Propote there- 
fore the Man that it is your Pleafure fhould be 
promoted to this high Truft; which I make no 
doubt you have already agreed upon, and will 
unanimoufly concur in." 

Arter he had ended his Speech, fome of the 
Mob cry'd our for one Man, and fome for another ;
